Kittie Meeker, a little sister of the mur- 
dered woman, caused the discovery of the 
tragedy. She went to the house to deliver 
the evening’s milk, as usual, and was una- 
ble to gain admittance. Charles Mossman 
was in the vicinity, and she tola bim about 
it. He went with her to the rear of the 
house and, finding the door open, entered. 
The first floor of the house, was deserted, 
dut a terrible sight met their eyes in the 
second story. A dead ba was on the 
floor in one room; two murdered children, 
with gaping, bloody throats, lay in their 
bed in another chamber, while the murderer 
eh wife lay dead on their own couch. 

It appeared that the wife was the first 
victim, and that she made a desperate fight 
tor life. ‘The broken handle of a razor was 
found by her side. Then came the bloody 
slaughter of the children. ‘The murderer 
then apparently took a lamp, went to the 
mirror, and deliberately cut his own throat, 
and staggering to where his wife lay, threw 
himself upon her body. 

The scene of the tragedy was sickening, 
Niles is intensely excited, and strong men 
who viewed the bodies turned fa aint, and 
rushed into the open air, and women had to 
be borne out of the house.

Death of Ex-Congressman Mattison 
of New York. 

Utica (N. V.), Dec. 22.— [By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Hon. Orsamus B. Mattison 
died today, aged 84. He was Representa- 
tive in Congress from this district in the 
Thirty-first, Thirty-third, Thirty-fourth and 
Thirty-fifth Congresses. While in Congress 
in 1356-57 Mattison was charged with de- 
claring that a large number of members of 
Congress were purchasable. The affair 
caused great excitement in Congress and 
througbout the country. A resolution or- 
dering his expulsion was offered in the 
House, but after a long and bitter debate it 
was killed. Before it could be calied up 
again Mattison resigned his seat. About 
‘this time a number of Congressmen and 
other prominent persons in the National 
Ilotel in Washington were poisoned. It 
was believed to be a pro-slavery plot to 
murder President-elect Buchanan and seat 
Vice-President Breckinridge. Mattison 
was one of those poisoned, and came very 
near dying; in fact, his health was affected 
permanently.

& PERTILE VALLEY. 


East, is being made quite a feature, 
Orange, | Se 


A trip through Los Angeles county, 
just after the recent — se hae 
is both instructive and interesting. It 
is true that travel would be more 
pleasant, were the roads in better con- 

ition, but the inconvenience of a lit- 

le mud is far more than counterbal- 

by the evidences of solid pros- 
perity and advancement which are 
seen en every hand. 

This remark applies particularly to 
the Santa Ana Valley, that rich sec- 
tion of productive soil included in the 
confines of what is now Orange 
county. We make this remark be- 
cause the impression has gone 
abroad that, since the mysteri- 
ous vine disease and the red 
scale visited that section, it succumbed 
to “innocuous desuetude, as far as 
Horticultural progress goes. This isa 
grand mistake. It is true that the 
vine industry in that section 
is temporarily a thing of the 
past, and tbat the orange trees have 
been seriously set back by the inroads 
of the red scale, but the farmers of the 
Santa Ana Valley are fully equal to 
the occasion. The dead vines have 
been grubbed out and other crops are 
being planted in their place. Orange 
trees are being cut back and sprayed 
with most encouraging results. 

There is, indeed, every encourage- 
ment for the farmers of this fertile 
valley to view the future with equa- 
nimity and confidence. In the remark- 
ably productive soil of this favored 
section there is a fund of wealth of 
which no temporary reverses can rob 
them. For mile after mile stretch 
beautiful homes embowered in trees— 
small productive farms, the bulwark 
of a country’s prosperity. Here the 
problem of a living on 10 acres has 
been most thoroughly and satisfactorily 
solved. Many are not only making a 
living for their families on that amount 
of land, but are also putting by money 
in bank, and this with less labor than 
is needed in any farming community of 
the United States. 

There 1s practically no limit to the 
varied production of which the soil of 
this section is capable. Growing side 
by side in the Santa Ana Valley may 
be found oranges, lemons, limes, wal- 
nuts, chestnuts, apples, pears, prunes, 
guavas, berries, beets, peanuts, vege- 
tables of all descriptions, beans, grain, 
alfalfa and a hundred other products 
peculiar to many different zones. The 
English walnut, a very profitable crop. 
is belpg largely planted, many thou- 
sand acres being contracted to get 
out this year. It is calculated that, 
after seven years, this tree 
will pay 10 per cent. on $2000 
an acre, and it has the extra 


advantage that other crops may be 


successfully grown between tbe trees, 
while they are coming to maturity.

For instance, 
tons of small oranges rot on the 
ground, when they might be con- 
verted into marmalade, such as is now 
imported from Europe. We need 
more economy in small things among 
our farmers. AH this will, however, 
come with time. The fact to which 
we desire specially to call attention 
here, is that a section like Southern 
California, with so wonderfully rich a 
soil, capable of such varied production,

A Remarkable Showing—Pasadena’s 
Death Rate About Five Per 1000 
—Figures That Tell the Story of 
a Superior Climate. 


Dr. W. L. McAllister, Health Officer of 
Pasadena, has kindly given THe TIMES 
for the benefit of its readers a general 
statement regarding the health of this 
region, and his figures and records of 
death here with causes. They made 
so striking a showing that others than 
medical men will be interested in 
them. He shows that there have been

It is barely 
possible that 15,000 is a high estimate, 
there being no figures ut band, but we 
rather think it is underestimating it;

place us below the average of Los An- 
geles last year, which was 10 per 1000, 
® figure in itself far below the estimate 
of Dr. Billings, who states that in 
cities of from 20,000 to 100,000 the death 
rate should not be over 17 per 1000, 
Los Angeles, then, as a city witha 
rate of 10, and Pasadena, a country 
place, witha rate of five, or call it 
even seven, to allow for any mistake, 
have reason to congratulate them- 
selves on being able to make the best 
showing, undoubtedly, in this country, 
and. in all probability, in any other, 
where all the conditions are identical. 
Dr. McAllister stated that he con- 
sidered this locality the best that he 
had ever seen as an all-around health 
resort. It could not be tested ina 
day, a week or a month, but, by the 
year, he considered it unrivalled, as 
compared to others in the world. It 
was a winter-and-summer climate, 
with a great variety of conditions. 


FIRST IMPRESSIONS, 


A Pennsyivanian Says Kind Words 
for Pasadena.
